CHURCH STREET RECONSTRUCTION 

Environmental  Assessment 

PROJECT DESCRIPTION 

The p r o j e c t ,  known a s  t h e  Church S t r e e t  Recons t ruc -  
t i o n ,  i s  l o c a t e d  on t h e  s e c t i o n  of Nor th  Church 
S t r ee t  between Turne r  Road and Lockeford S t r e e t .  
The pu rpose  o f  t h e  p r o j e c t  i s  t o  improve t r a f f i c  
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s a f e t y  and flow by widening and r e c o n s t r u c t i n g  
t h e  s t r e e t .  A s  a p a r t  of t h e  p r o j e c t ,  storm 
d r a i n a g e  f a c i l i t i e s  w i l l  be  upgraded, f i r e  
hydrants  and u t i l i t y  power l i n e s  w i l l  be  r e l o -  
c a t e d  a s  necessary  and c u r b ,  g u t t e r s  and s i d e -  
walks w i l l  be r e l o c a t e d  and r e c o n s t r u c t e d  
e n t i r e l y  o r  i n  p a r t .  

Church S t r e e t  i s  a major nor th-south  a r t e r i a l  
i n  t h e  C i t y  of Lodi.  I t  i s  one of  t h e  f e w  
cont inuous nor th-south  streets from Turner 
Road on t h e  n o r t h  t o  Century Boulevard on t h e  
s o u t h .  The pavement, c u r b  and g u t t e r  i n  t h e  
p r o j e c t  a r e a  a r e  i n  very  poor c o n d i t i o n  and 
r e q u i r e  a h igh  l e v e l  of  maintenance. The f low 
of  t r a f f i c  i s  impeded by t h e  narrow t r a v e l  
l a n e s .  

C u r r e n t l y ,  t h e  s t ree t  i n  t h e  p r o j e c t  a r e a  has  
a curb-to-curb width t h a t  v a r i e s  from 4 0  t o  
56  f e e t  wi th  two t r a v e l  l a n e s  and o n - s t r e e t  
parking on both s i d e s  of t h e  street .  Along 
much of t h e  s t r ee t  t h e r e  c u r r e n t l y  a r e  p l a n t e r  
s t r i p s  wi th  a width of 2 t o  4 f e e t .  These 
p l a n t e r s  c o n t a i n  trees and shrubs  of vary ing  
s i z e s .  

The proposed p r o j e c t  would r e t a i n  t h e  e x i s t i n g  
6 0  f o o t  wide right-of-way. No a d d i t i o n a l  
p r o p e r t y  would be r e q u i r e d .  The paved street 
would be  widened t o  provide a 48-foot curb-to- 
curb  d i s t a n c e .  This  would a l low two 14-foot  
t r a v e l  l a n e s  and 10-foot park ing  l a n e s  on both  
s i d e s  of t h e  street .  This  would be achieved 
by e l i m i n a t i n g  t h e  p l a n t e r  s t r i p s  and r e l o c a t i n g  
t h e  e x i s t i n g  c u r b ,  g u t t e r  and s idewalks .  This  
width i s  recommended i n  t h e  C i t y ' s  S t r e e t  
Master Plan (Faustman R e p o r t ) .  

ENVIRONMENTAL ASSESSMENT 

A s  noted i n  t h e  I n i t i a l  Study,  p o t e n t i a l  s i g -  
n i f i c a n t  environmental  e f f e c t s  w e r e  narrowed 
t o  f o u r  s p e c i f i c  a r e a s .  Those are  a i r  q u a l i t y ,  
n o i s e ,  n e g a t i v e  a e s t h e t i c  e f f e c t ,  and change i n  
t r a f f i c  p a t t e r n s .  Each of t h e s e  p o i n t s  w a s  
examined f o r  t h i s  s t u d y .  

- T r a f f i c  P a t t e r n s .  Curren t  t r a f f i c  volumes 
are  approximately 4 , 0 0 0  v e h i c l e  t r i p s  
p e r  day. The Faustman Report  p r e d i c t s  
an i n c r e a s e  t o  6,780 v e h i c l e  t r i p s  p e r  day 
by 1 9 9 5 .  The i n c r e a s e  i s  expected t o  
occur  whether or n o t  t h e  proposed p r o j e c t  
i s  c o n s t r u c t e d .  The street r e c o n s t r u c t i o n  
should n o t  s i g n i f i c a n t l y  e f f e c t  t r a f f i c  
p a t t e r n s  except  t o  make t h e  t r a f f i c  move 
more s a f e l y  and smoothly.  

There w i l l  be some d i s r u p t i o n  of normal 
t r a f f i c  dur ing  c o n s t r u c t i o n .  Paving w i l l  
be  removed and work w i l l  be  done on  c u r b s  
and s idewalks ,  p o s s i b l y  r e s t r i c t i n g  
driveway a c c e s s  and o n - s t r e e t  park ing .  
There w i l l  a l s o  be some a d d i t i o n a l  n o i s e  
and d u s t  from c o n s t r u c t i o n  a c t i v i t i e s .  
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These impac t s  w i l l  b e  temporary i n  n a t u r e .  
The inconven ience  t o  neighborhood r e s i d e n t s  
can b e  minimized by c o o r d i n a t i n g  c o n s t r u c t i o n  
a c t i v i t i e s  w i t h  a f f e c t e d  homeowners and 
keeping them informed on what i s  go ing  
t o  t a k e  p l a c e .  The c o n s t r u c t i o n  a r e a  
shou ld  b e  s p r i n k l e d  c o n t i n u a l l y  t o  r e d u c e  
d u s t  problems.  T r a f f i c  b a r r i e r s  and d i r e c -  
t i o n a l  s i g n s  s h o u l d  b e  c l e a r l y  p o s t e d .  

- A i r  Q u a l i t y .  Although t h e r e  may b e  some 
i n c r e a s e  i n  t r a f f i c  volume, it i s  n o t  
expec ted  t h a t  t h i s  w i l l  i n c r e a s e  v e h i c l e  
r e l a t e d  a i r  p o l l u t i o n .  A i r  q u a l i t y  i s  
a r e g i o n a l  phenomenon which i s  n o t  s i g -  
n i f i c a n t l y  a f f e c t e d  by a s l i g h t  t r a f f i c  
i n c r e a s e  a t  a s i n g l e  l o c a t i o n .  I n  g e n e r a l ,  
t h e  o v e r a l l  v e h i c l e  r e l a t e d  a i r  q u a l i t y  € o r  
t h e  Lodi r e g i o n  w i l l  p robab ly  improve a s  
a g r e a t e r  p e r c e n t a g e  of motor v e h i c l e s  a r e  
equipped w i t h  emis s ion  c o n t r o l  d e v i c e s .  

- Noise.  Ambient n o i s e  l e v e l s  a r e  u s u a l l y  
a f u n c t i o n  of t r a f f i c  n o i s e .  Based on f i e l d  
measurements and c a l c u l a t i o n s  made i n  
August,  1 9 7 9 ,  t h e  a v e r a g e  Leq n o i s e  l e v e l  
a t  4 7  f e e t  from t h e  c e n t e r  l i n e  o f  t h e  
s t ree t  i s  56 t o  57 d e c i b l e s .  With t h e  
i n c r e a s e  i n  t r a f f i c  volume t h e  p r e d i c t e d  
Leq ambient  n o i s e  l e v e l  measurement w i l l  
b e  58-59 d e c i b l e s .  T h i s  i s  s t i l l  w i t h i n  
t h e  a c c e p t a b l e  n o i s e  r ange  f o r  r e s i d e n t i a l  
exter iors .  

The change i n  e x t e r i o r  n o i s e  l e v e l s  due t o  
t r a f f i c  would r e s u l t  r e g a r d l e s s  of whether 
o r  n o t  t h e  p r o j e c t  was c o n s t r u c t e d .  
The t r a f f i c  i n c r e a s e  w i l l  o c c u r  l a r g e l y  
because  of t h e  new c o n s t r u c t i o n  c u r r e n t l y  
underway along Turner  Road. The proposed 
s t ree t  improvement cou ld  h e l p  t h e  n o i s e  
problem t o  some d e g r e e  by improving t h e  
f low o f  t r a f f i c  a long  Church S t r e e t .  
Smoothly f lowing  t r a f f i c  p roduces  a lower 
l e v e l  of n o i s e  than  t r a f f i c  t h a t  must 
c o n s t a n t l y  change s p e e d s .  

- A e s t h e t i c s .  T h e  proposed p r o j e c t  w o u l d  r e q u i r e  
t h e  removal of t h e  e x i s t i n g  p l a n t e r  s t r i p s  
a long  both s ides  of t h e  s t r ee t .  These 
p l a n t e r s  c u r r e n t l y  c o n t a i n  approx ima te ly  
2 2  trees o f  v a r y i n g  s i z e s .  These trees would 
be removed o r  r e l o c a t e d .  T h i s  would e f f e c t  
t h e  appea rance  o f  t h e  street. 

The removal of t h e  street  trees can  b e  
p a r t i a l l y  m i t i g a t e d  by r e p l a c i n g  t h e  
e x i s t i n g  trees w i t h  new t r e e s  once t h e  
p r o j e c t  i s  completed.  S i n c e  t h e r e  would 
no l o n g e r  b e  a p l a n t e r  s t r i p ,  t h e  t r e e s  c o u l d  
b e  p l a c e d  i n  t h e  f r o n t  y a r d s  of t h e  houses  
i f  t h i s  w a s  r e q u e s t e d  by t h e  r e s i d e n t s .  The 
C i t y  c o u l d  a s s i s t  t h e  r e s i d e n t s  w i t h  t h e  
s e l e c t i o n  and p l a n t i n g  of t h e  trees.

FINDING 

I t  i s  t h e  f i n d i n g  of t h e  C i t y  of Lodi t h a t  t h e  
Church S t r e e t  Recons t ruc t ion  w i l l  n o t  have 
s i g n i f i c a n t  environmental  e f f e c t s  t h a t  cannot  
be m i t i g a t e d .  The C i t y  i s  t h e r e f o r e  f i l i n g  
a M i t i g a t e d  Negat ive D e c l a r a t i o n  on t h e  p r o j e c t .
